Weiss Selected as New Superintendent 
of Romulus Community Schools

The Romulus Board of Education 


_ has selected Carl J. Weiss as the new 


superintendent of the Romulus Com- 
munity Schools, and will assume his 
duties on July 1, according to district 
spokesperson Dick Kruse. 
"Superintendent Weiss comes to 


the Romulus school district with a very 


impressive educational background," 
said Kruse. "He has earned a Bachelor 
of Science in Education from the Univer- 
sity of Michigan and a Master of Arts in 
Educational Administration from Oak- 
land University, and has also done post- 
graduate workin educational administra- 
tion (Madonna University), assessment 
training (Lewis and Clark Institute, Ore- 
gon), and superintendent preparation 
(Michigan Leadership Institute Super- 
intendent Academy, Central Michigan 
University)." 

Weiss's professional careerincludes 
19 years as a teacher in the Lapeer 
Public Schools, 4 years as Lapeer's 
supervisor/director of instruction, and5 
years as the assistant superintendent/ 
deputy superintendent for Dearborn 
Heights School District #7. He isamem- 
ber of 7 professional organizations that 
specialize in negotiations, personnel, 
management, curriculum, and profes- 
sional development. 

"During his distinguished career as 
a teacher, Weiss taught mathematics, 
biology, physical science, and phys- 
ics," said Kruse. "He also coached the 
tennis, volleyball, and track teams; 
served as a sponsor for several school 
organizations; andwas the district's NCA 
Target Committee chair. 


"Weiss has provided outstanding 
instructional leadership in both the 
Lapeer and Dearborn Heights #7 dis- 
tricts," Kruse continued. "All six of his 
Dearborn Heights schools met their 
‘Adequate Yearly Progress’ goals under 
the federal government's 'No Child Left 
Behind' program, and five of the six 
received grades of'A' or'B' on Michigan's 
‘Education YES!' assessment last year. 
His leadership additionally helped the 
district meet the 'Highly Qualified’ desig- 
nation required for all staff members." 

Kruse noted that Weiss is held in 
high esteem by his colleagues in the 
Wayne County Negotiators and Per- 
sonnel Administrators Association. 

"He has successfully negotiated 
recent contracts with Dearborn Heights 
#7 labor unions, and has developed and 
implemented his own administrative 
programs that include a differentiated, 
three-tiered teacher evaluation system 
and an extensive teacher/administrator 
hiring system," he said. 

Weiss contributed to a technology 
plan that updated infrastructure, hard- 
ware, and software programs for Dear- 
born Heights #7, and has been a mem- 
ber of the Building and Site Committee 
for the district, which recently added 
classrooms to its high school, and reno- 
vated the media center and kitchen/ 
cafeteria areas. He has also established 
a Professional Development Partner- 


ship for teachers in conjunction with the 
Wayne County Regional Educational 
Service Agency and the University of 
Michigan—Dearborn. 

“Dearborn Heights District #7 col- 
leagues praised Weiss for his work ethic, 
work performance, and accomplish- 
ments, as well as the amount of extra 
time he volunteered to work on school 
district projects and attend school pro- 
grams," Kruse concluded. 

Weiss said he is looking forward to 
working with Romulus citizens and 
members of the education community. 

"| believe we can all work together 
to continue to provide the very best 
educational opportunities possible for 
Romulus children," he said.

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Basham To Seek Re-election 


State Senator RaymondE. Basham 


(D-Taylor), who sees himself as one of. 


the Legislature's leading fighters for 
working families, has announced that 
he intends to seek re-election this fall. 
"I'm proud of our recent victories on 
behalf of Michigan's working families," 
said Basham. "An increased minimum 
wage, increased funding for public edu- 
cation, and new curbs on the sale of 
violent video games to minors can all be 
traced back to efforts by Senate Demo- 
crats to build stronger families and bet- 
ter communities.
